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Fight to save day centre 


COMMUNITY groups in Honiton are rallying 
together in an effort to save St Michael’s day 
centre from closure. 

Devon County Council is proposing to use more pri¬ 
vate and voluntary sector provision in the future, and 
St Michael’s is one of 35 day centres across the county 
that could face changes. 

A petition has been launched by the East Devon 
Green Party, fronted by Honiton town councillor 
Sharon Pavey, and representatives from various 
groups around the town have spoken out against the 
plans. 

Doctors at Honiton Surgery have expressed their dis¬ 
comfort with the plans, as have members of Headway, 
a support group for people with brain injuries, who 
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regularly use St Michael’s. Around 500 people have 
already signed the petition. 

Councillor Pavey said: “We knew St Michael’s was 
close to everyone’s hearts but we did not expect this 
immediate level of support. It just shows that there is 
such wonderful community spirit in Honiton and we 
look after our own. 

“I think we all know that cutting services like these 
is extremely short-sighted and will have a direct im¬ 
pact on the health of elderly people. This leads to in¬ 
creased spending on medical care in the long run. 

“We hear that levels of dementia are rising and we 
have a large elderly population, particularly here in 


East Devon, so where is the common sense in this de¬ 
cision?” 

Vic Bowsher, Chair of Honiton Senior Voice, was 
one of those who signed the petition. He said: “Any 
reduction in provision could result in people using 
other services that are not suitable for their needs or 
having to travel an unacceptable distance to use serv¬ 
ices in a community that is alien to them. 

“The loss of these services can have a real impact on 
the health of elderly people and the risk of closure also 
puts increased pressure on carers. 

“There are some comers that should be cut and some 
that should not - it would be an absolute disaster if we 
were to lose St Michael’s.” 

Devon County Council says that it has seen a 66 per 
cent drop in people using its day centre services since 
2005 and that more people are now choosing to pursue 



other activities during the day. 

They also insist there will be no reduction in support

New group to run 
Tourist Centre 

AXMINSTER Tourist Information Centre (TIC) volun¬ 
teers have called a public meeting, aiming to take 
over and safeguard the future of the centre. 

The meeting follows Axminster Chamber of Com¬ 
merce’s decision to cease running the TIC after doing 
so for about ten years. 

The chamber’s Executive Committee sees the TIC 
as a valuable asset - but managing it takes dispro¬ 
portionate slices of time and resources. 

As a result, the chamber has invited interested 
parties to form a group to take over the TIC. 

TIC volunteers Sarah Crook (a former TIC manager) 
and Shane Morgan (a former chamber chairman) 
are part of a group which, seemingly reluctantly, re¬ 
sponded by calling the public meeting. 

Mr Morgan said: “There appears to be no choice to 
the TIC needing to move forward independent of the 
chamber.That is what the meeting is all about, to re¬ 
structure.’’ 

The meeting will be held in the Senior Citizens’ 
Centre on Tuesday, April 8th, starting at 5pm. 

COLYTON 

RESIDENTS of Colyford have strongly objected to a 
new access road for Colyton Grammar School being 
added to the East Devon Local Plan, despite admit¬ 
ting that a solution to school coaches blocking roads 
is needed. 

Speaking at last week’s Colyton Parish Council 
meeting, which was held in Colyford, residents 
spoke out against the proposed access road and 
coach park, funded by a mix of residential and em¬ 
ployment development, including an area for self- 
builds, which would be built on green wedge land 
between Colyford and Colyton, to the north of the 
village off Coly Road. 

The new road would extend through to and cross 
Fairview Lane, terminating adjacent to Stafford 
Lane, opposite the school, with a coach park and 
footpath for students. 


From the editor’s chair 
Long live inland TICs 


WITH locals councils throughout the land being 
forced to cut their budgets due to a reduction in gov¬ 
ernment funding, the spotlight inevitably falls on 
services that are not considered absolutely essen¬ 
tial. 

It was several years ago that East Devon District 
Council bailed out of funding the individual tourist 
information centres in their various towns, leaving 
the town councils to foot the bill in most cases. 

In Axminster’s cases, it gets a bit complicated. 
Whilst the district withdrew their grant they still 
meet the cost of rent and business rates to the tune 
of £1,500 a year, which is paid to the town council. 

In Seaton, Honiton and Ottery St Mary, the cost of 
running their own TICs is met mainly by the town 
councils with the chambers of commerce chipping 
in. 

The Axminster TIC receives around 8,000 visitors 
a year and cost around £10,000 to run. That burden 
has fallen in recent times on Axminster Chamber of 
Commerce who have done a brilliant job in keeping 
the facility afloat through sheer hard graft (ie or¬ 
ganising the annual Beer Festival, which has been 
a lifesaver). 

But the wind of change is blowing through the 


chamber with new chairman Lisa Lyman and a new 
committee repositioning the traders’ organisation 
to meet the needs of these challenging days. 

The chamber has decided to relinquish responsi¬ 
bility for the TIC in the future, a decision not met 
with universal approval, but has committed to pro¬ 
viding the funds for another year. 

The chamber called on interested persons to take 
on the physical running of the centre in the Old Po¬ 
lice Station to come forward - and that is exactly 
what has happened with former chamber chairman 
Shane Morgan and ex-TIC manager Sarah Crook 
leading the way. 

They have both been crucial in the development 
and stabilisation of the TIC in recent times and 
whilst I doubt if either really wanted to come out of 
retirement, they are determined that Axminster 
will not lose its TIC. 

Some may argue that inland towns don’t need 
such a facility and in this digital age all the informa¬ 
tion you require is just a mouse click away. 

I don’t subscribe to that view. The personal touch 
is always best in my view.

Seaton pool loses 
£10,000 in a year 

SEATON councillors were shocked to hear that the 
swimming pool at the primary school made a an an¬ 
nual loss of £10,000 which could result in the facility 
being withdrawn from public use. 

Seaton Primary School was awarded funding from 
East Devon District Council in 2012 which was used 
to improve the swimming pool facilities. Since then 
the pool has been used as a community facility by 
parents and members of the public, run by Leisure 
East Devon (LED). 

But as a result of the district council needing to find 
savings from its leisure facilities, LED have stated 
that they are no longer in a position to continue to 
subsidise the Seaton pool facility and is seeking fi¬ 
nancial support. East Devon Council has pledged a 
sum of £5,000 on the basis that this can be matched 
by the town council, either from existing council 
budgets or by a fundraising campaign organised by 
councillors. 

Marcus Allen, the east 
area manager for LED, 
attended the meeting to 
give the background to 
the financial situation 
regarding the primary 
school pool. 

He confirmed that the 
pool would make a loss 
of £10,000 in the current 
financial year, with the 
biggest expense being 
the employment of life¬ 
guards. 

Councillor Mark 
Fisher, stressing that 
the pool had received 
106 agreement money, 
pointed out that the 
people of Seaton were, 
in fact, being asked to 
pay twice for the pool 
facility. He thought this 
was “a terrible’’ idea, 
adding: “I ask you not to 
take this facility away 
from Seaton but to look 
elsewhere for your 
budget savings.’’ 

Councillor Tony Wood¬ 
man said: “If we agree to 
this grant then we will 
find ourselves giving 
this kind of amount, if 
not more, every year.’’ 
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Sold for £400 


SIDMOUTH 

Department stores 
are up for sale 

EAST Devon’s most prolific department stores will 
be put on the market. 

Fields of Sidmouth Ltd, which owns the Fields store 
in Sidmouth plus Trinity House and Home-in-Style 
in Axminster, announced their intention to sell last 
week. 

There is no time-scale but directors will at some 
point market the whole business as a going concern, 
seeking a purchaser who is “sympathetic to the 
trading ethos of the company, sharing Trinity House 
and Fields’ customer-centred approach and will 
value its skilled and loyal workforce’’. 

Joint managing director Tim Spores said: “The 
Spores/Roberts families have been owners and di¬ 
rectors of Trinity House and Fields for 36 years. 

“We have developed a strong and substantial busi¬ 
ness, but with no younger family members in a po¬ 
sition to follow and the need to make our own future 
retirement plans, we felt the time was now right to 
inform our loyal workforce.’’ 

A company spokesperson stressed it could be a 
while before the company is sold, saying: “It will take 
time to find the right purchaser and no definitive 
timetable can be given. In the mean time. Trinity 
House, Home in Style and Fields will continue very 
much with ‘business as usual’. No time scale has 
been set.’’ 


OTTERY St MARY 

No 4 bus will not 
go to Skjrpark 

SENIOR officials at Devon County Council have con¬ 
firmed the No. 4 bus service, which links Ottery St 
Mary with Exeter, Cranbrook, Honiton and Axmin¬ 
ster, would not be permitted to divert to SkyPark, 
and a new, separate service via the site could cost as 
much as £100,000 a year to operate. 

East Devon District Councillor for the Ottery St 
Mary Town ward Roger Giles pursued county council 
transport officials after concerns were raised about 
SkyPark’s accessibility, following confirmation of 
EDDC’s plans to relocate to the site. 

Dave Black, Head of Planning and Transportation 
at Devon County Council, told Councillor Giles: 
“Whilst the No. 4 service has capacity in terms of 
passenger numbers, it currently does not have any 
time available for diversions. It is intended that this 
service would therefore serve SkyPark via bus stops 
on the old A30 near the SkyPark entrance.’’

Civic dignitaries and invited 
guests were then given a tour of 
the complex, which includes a 
300-capacity hall, a cafe and din¬ 
ing area, and improved facilities 
for town council staff. 

Councillor Foster said: “This is 
a momentous day for Honiton. The 
project has been the town coun¬ 
cil’s biggest to date and like any 
major project it has encountered 
problems and controversies along 
the way. 

“But thanks to the dedication and 
perseverance of the many support¬ 
ers and partners, including Devon 
County Council and East Devon 
District Council, this fantastic new 
facility is finally being made avail¬ 
able to the people of Honiton and 
the surrounding area.” 

Councillor Foster also took time 
to thank the directors of the Bee¬ 
hive Company for their efforts 
managing the facility on a day to 
day basis, and the Friends of the 
Beehive charity, which has organ¬ 
ised a number of events to raise 


funds to fit out the new building. 

He added: “I would also like to 
thank the community - the Bee¬ 
hive is their centre, we built it for 
them. And there is no doubt in my 
mind they are going to treasure it 
for many, many years to come.” 

Councillor Vernon Whitlock, an¬ 
other of the Beehive’s longest 
serving supporters, helped pupils 
from Littletown Primary School 
plant a tree outside the centre to 
mark the Beehive being passed on 
from one generation to the next. 

Councillor Whitlock said: “This 
is a day many felt would never 
come. We have been handed the 
keys to a fantastic building - it 
was needed 30 years ago when the 
project started and even more now. 


“The Beehive is a resource for 
all of our community and an in¬ 
vestment for future generations. 

“We will be opening for business 
in April with a series of opening 
events and a Community Fair on 
April 5th.” 

The first events at the Beehive 
begin early next month, with a 
concert featuring pianist Andreas 
Boyde, to celebrate the centre’s 
opening on Thursday, April 3rd.

to people and everyone eligible for a service will re¬ 
ceive it, though this could be through private or vol¬ 
untary sector initiatives. 

But speaking at a town council meeting on Monday 
(March 10th), Councillor Mike Allen said the county 
council has an “absolute duty to provide this kind of 
service”. 

Deputy Mayor, Councillor Peter Halse said the issue 
was a “matter of great concern” for people in Honiton 
and “unless we shout and shout loudly now”, the cen¬ 
tre could be lost. 

Councillor Caroline Kolek, who was a member of 
the council’s working group that looked into day care 
provision in Honiton, said the council needed to make 
people realise the closure is not a “foregone conclu¬ 
sion” and that responding to the consultation could 
have an impact on the final decision. 

Councillors subsequently decided to respond to 
Devon County Council with a report produced by the 
working group, and a copy of a letter from Dr Daniel 


Murphy, sent to councillors on behalf of staff and pa¬ 
tients at Honiton Surgery.

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New tech for nurses 

NURSES and midwives on community hospitai 
wards in Axminster, Seaton, Honiton, Ottery and 
Sidmouth are to be equipped with hand-heid 
computers. 

Northern Devon Heaithcare NHS Trust has se¬ 
cured aimost £400,000 of nationai funding to in¬ 
troduce the devices at aii of its 18 hospitais. 

The gadgets wiii enabie staff to quickiy and eas- 
iiy record and review key dinicai information at 
the patient’s bedside, which wiii reduce paper¬ 
work and free up nursing staff.

Council considers options 
for cardboard recycling 


EAST Devon District 
Council is “actively pursu¬ 
ing” options to provide re¬ 
cycling services for 
cardboard and mixed plas¬ 
tics in Honiton, according 
to one of the town’s dis¬ 
trict council representa¬ 
tives. 

Councillor Phil Twiss, 
district councillor for the 
Honiton St Michael’s 
ward, told town council¬ 
lors last week he was “op¬ 
timistic” that a kerbside 
collection service would 
be introduced in the fu¬ 
ture. 

But he also said EDDC 
was “reluctant” to provide 
a temporary cardboard re¬ 
cycling facility in Honiton 
because of the potential 
risk of fly-tipping and 
mess - problems that 
caused Tesco to remove its 
recycling skips last month. 

Up until February, Tesco 
provided facilities for the 
disposal of glass bottles, 
cans, cardboard, paper, 
shoes and clothing on site, 
but the supermarket opted 
to remove the skips fol¬ 
lowing “misuse”. 

The nearest recycling 
centre for Honiton resi¬ 
dents is now the waste 
management facility at 
Sutton Barton, which is 
maintained by Devon 
County Council. 


A temporary recycling 
facility in Silver Street to 
enable residents to dispose 
of cardboard and plastics 
has been suggested. 

Councillor Twiss said: 
“We are trying to do 
something about card¬ 
board and mixed plastics 
and are currently in nego¬ 
tiation with some 
providers to see what they 
can offer us. 

“We are actively pursu¬ 
ing a number of options, 
but we are reluctant to 
provide a skip for card¬ 
board in Silver Street - the 
risk there is that we pick 
up the tab for clearing up 
people’s mess and you 
have the same problems 
that Tesco had. 


“It is a real pain having 
to get rid of cardboard. It 
all comes down to: is it vi¬ 
able? 

“I am hopeful that we 
will do it sooner rather 
than later - but of course, 
I would like it done yes¬ 
terday. 

“I am more optimistic 
that we can see a kerbside 
coiiection service in piace 
in the near future, but 
there is some way to go 
yet. We are genuineiy 
working really hard to get 
something agreed and 
should be able to update 
the town council by its 
next meeting.” 

When Tesco removed its 
recycling facilities last 
month, Honiton town 


counciiior Sharon Pavey 
caiied for EDDC to make 
provisions. 

Responding to Councii¬ 
ior Twiss’s comments, 
Counciiior Pavey toid 
Putman’s View: “It is very 
good to hear that EDDC is 
looking into immediate 
solutions for cardboard re¬ 
cycling and I will continue 
to press them for a definite 
solution and a start date. 

“Unfortunately this is 
not the case with mixed 
plastics but Transition 
Town Honiton is working 
towards having collection 
days for plastics in Honi¬ 
ton. 

“We do need volunteers 
to make this happen 
though.”

Holiday lodges will reopen for new season 


THE owner of the Sea Shanty 
Holiday Lodges in Branscombe 
has vowed they will be open 
for business for the new season. 

Anthony Sellick, who lives is 
Seaton, has been forced to 
make significant repairs to im¬ 
posing the cliff-side site after 
the winter storms wreaked se¬ 
vere damage. 

Two of the lodges look 
beyond rescue after their 
foundations were eroded and 


have been left teetering on the 
brink. 

Mr Selick has also been 
forced to re-route one of the ac¬ 
cess roads on the lower part of 
the site after a landslip left a 
gaping hole which prevented 
access to several of the holiday 
homes. 

But Mr Sellick stressed he 
and his team had been working 
around the clock to rectify the 
problems and ensure the park is 
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in operation for the new season 
which will begin in earnest next 
month. 

“We have had to re-locate two 
of our caravans in order to re¬ 
route the road that was dam¬ 
aged,” said Mr Sellick. 

“Two of the chalets are looking 
precarious and may have to be 
sacrificed. 

“But that is what happens when 
you suffer 20-30 years’ worth of 
erosion in just three weeks. 

“Now that everything is drying 


out things are starting to look bet¬ 
ter but obviously it has hurt us 
though I think we have fared 
pretty well compared to most 
people.” 

Despite the repair work and the 
re-arrangement of the site, which 
offers stunning views across 
Lyme Bay, Mr Sellick was ex¬ 
pecting part of the facility to be 
open this week. 

The disruption to the Sea 
Shanty Holiday Lodges follows 
the damage suffered to the 


Branscombe Beach chalets 
which took the full brunt of the 
storms as they are located at the 
back of the beach on ground 
level. 

The 13 charming cedar wood 
chalets on west beach are still us¬ 
able but the access road was 
completely washed away and is 
currently still under repair. 

The future of the five chalets on 
east beach looks grim as their 
foundations have been seriously 
undermined.

“Richard and Steve explained all 
the ‘ins and outs’ of Britain in 
Bloom and drew our attention to 
all the details we have to observe,” 
said Mrs Makepeace. 

“It is one thing to read the rele¬ 
vant documents, but it is quite an¬ 
other thing for these matters to be 
explained by people who are per¬ 
sonally familiar with them. 

“In particular, as far as judging is 
concerned, we have to bear in 
mind that we get 50 per cent of the 
total marks for horticultural 
achievement, 25 per cent for envi¬ 
ronmental responsibility and 25 
per cent of the total marks for com¬ 
munity participation, which means 


that it is not sufficient for just three 
or four people to run the whole 
show. 

“Richard and Steve made it quite 
clear that, for our competition to be 
successful, more Beer volunteers 
have to come forward and help 
with the preparations for the day of 
judging. 

“So we are always looking for 
more volunteers to come and help 
in our campaign to achieve a Gold 
Medal in 2014, which is the 50th 
anniversary of the Britain in 
Bloom campaign.”

SEATON Probus Club started the year learning all 
about milk bottles by local expert Peter Hayward, for¬ 
merly of Express Dairies. 

Mr Hayward told members that the first glass milk 
bottle was produced in America in 1884 and then the 
UK followed suit in early 1900s. Prior to that, milk 
was brought around in a chum on a horse and cart. 

There are still some home deliveries of milk but 
most sales now take place at the supermarket with the 
milk in plastic containers. Mr Hayward had a large 
collection of milk bottles and was keen for them to be 
displayed in a museum. 

Members found Phis knowledge on the milk indus¬ 
try over the decades very illuminating - they were sur¬ 
prised to learn that 20 per cent of our milk now comes 
from the EU. 

The club’s next talk was titled “Broadmoor”, about 
one of the UK’s high security psychiatric hospitals by 
George Williams. 

Mr Williams drew on his previous experience as a 
nurse at Broadmoor to give a flavour of life with a se¬ 
ries of anecdotes and was a most amusing speaker. He 


stressed that Broadmoor is a hospital, not a prison, for 
both men and women, some of whom have committed 
terrible crimes. It is highly structured and very well 
staffed, with emphasis on psychiatric analysis and 
treatment. 

Some patients will spend their whole life there but 
many will leave after five or six years. They are en¬ 
couraged to take part in a variety of activities to aid 
their rehabilitation. 

Mr Williams said he had worked in various organi¬ 
sations but believed that his nursing career at Broad¬ 
moor had been the most satisfying for him.

CHURCH of England 
parishes and congrega¬ 
tions continue to con¬ 
sider the proposals 
revised by the General 
Synod for the women- 
bishops legislation, with 
the majority deciding 
strongly in favour. 

On this basis, it is possi¬ 
ble that General Synod 
final approval could be 
given in July this year. 

Honiton Deanery Synod 
was assisted by a visit from their General Synod mem¬ 
ber, Emma Forward. The Synod also heard from the 
Director of Finance of Exeter Diocese about the finan¬ 
cial needs of the Diocese and about the Gloucester sys¬ 
tem of accounting adopted by Seaton Mission 
Community. 

The General Synod has newly ruled against same-sex 
marriages for clergy and no blessings for such. They 
have also pledged their commitment to fighting climate 
change by passing a motion recognising the damage 
done to the planet. 

Fairtrade Fortnight just over is followed by the Real 
Easter Egg Campaign, which this year offers three ver¬ 
sions and can be ordered from www.realeasteregg.co. 
uk and Traidcraft. 

The people of churches across Southern England con¬ 
tinue to play their part in helping the victims of flood¬ 
ing, with trained members being called to assist in 
pastoral care.
